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‘Snow School’ Bells Chime As 


Early Storm Hits Area

While Andover parents attacked their 
automobiles with shovels and brushes 
Wednesday morning, their children fid- 
geted beside their radios, ears straining 
for the magic words. 

The announcement came in plenty of 
time—well before the buses were sched- 
uled to arrive. It was official: for the 
first time this season, there would be no 
school in Andover because of the snow. 

The young rejoiced; all over town, 
children plopped into chairs and snapped 
on the television, snuggled back into 
nests of warm blankets, or dug their 
boots and mittens out of the closets. 

Adults, for the most part, were not 
elated. 

The storm that had begun at about 3 
a.m. had, by 7 a.m., dumped about five 
inches of snow on the Merrimack Val- 
ley—two more inches than that produced 
by the region’s first snowfall on Veter- 
an’s Day. Unlike that first dusting of the 
white stuff, which melted away before it 
could produce havoc on the highways, 
Wednesday’s stood firm. Even though 
plows had been working to keep the 
streets clear since the first few flurries, 
most town roads were still barely fit for 
driving by the time the average commut- 
er was expected to be behind his or her 
desk. 

‘The roads are a mess,” said Andover 
Police Sgt. Steve Avery at 9:30 a.m. on 
Wednesday. ‘‘There are a lot of traffic 
problems—people trying to drive in it.”’ 
According to Avery, there were a num- 
ber of fender-benders on town roads, 
which were slippery almost from the on- 
set of the storm. 

Among vehicles involved in local acci- 
dents, all of which were considered mi- 
nor , was a tractor-trailer truck which 
slid sideways on Pearson Street at 5:30 
in the morning, and had to be towed out 
of the road. 

Avery added that, while there were no 
serious traffic injuries reported in town, 
an Andover man was rushed to the hospi- 
tal shortly after 8 a.m. after he severely 
lacerated his hand while operating his 
snowblower. 

State police reported what Sgt. Tom 
McNulty of the Andover Barracks 
termed “probably hundreds of skidding 
accidents” on major highways in town. 
However, according to McNulty, none of 
the accidents involved serious injuries.

‘“‘We had twice the manpower as usual 
out there,’’ he added, noting that the 
night shift had stayed on duty after the 
morning shift reported to work. 

Town plows began their digging and 
sanding..tasks early, according to Bob 
McQuade, the head of Andover’s Depart- 
ment of Public Works. ‘‘At about 3 
o'clock, we got called,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
broke out the town plows. At 4:30, we 
broke out the private plows.”’ School offi- 
cials notified his department that there 
would be no school at 5:30 a.m. 

McQuade estimated that most of the 
major thoroughfares. had been cleared 
by 10 a.m., but plows and sanders were 
still at work on many of Andover’s side 
roads. 

Local experts consider the snowfall un- 
usually heavy—and unusually early— 
compared to those of previous years. Of- 
ficials at the Essex Company in Law- 
rence, which owns the hydroelectric dam 
on the Merrimack River, moniter daily 
snowfall in the area; according to their 
records, Wednesday’s storm was the 
heaviest for this point in the season since 
1980, when a Nov. 18 storm dropped eight 
inches on the region.

Shows 16.2 Percent Increase

A 16.2 percent increase, nearly $3 mil- 
lion, was proposed by the school admin- 
istration at the School Committee 
meeting on Tuesday evening, for a total 
proposed budget of $19,881,698 for the 
1987-1988 school year. ; 

After reviewing the shortcomings of 
the Andover educational system, Super- 
intendent Kenneth Seifert and the Assis- 
tant Superintendents Leslie Loomis and 
Lois Haslam presented their Major New 
Initiatives for the 1987-1988 school year. 


Under the headings of these initiatives 
are specific programs proposed at both 
the elementary and secondary level. 
About the proposed ‘“‘Master Plan”’ for 
the Andover schools, Seifert commented 
that there are several factors that must 
be analyzed in the preparation of such a 
plan, and in addition, it should not be em- 
barked upon ‘unless the commitment to 
follow through is present...is the re- 
source support both attitudinally and fi- 


nancially present?’’ He added that such 


- 
a plan would cost $25,000 including out- 


side analysts to aid in the study of the 
schools. 

The second initiative of the adminis- 
tration is the Curriculum and Instruction 
Plan presented to the community last 
year. Such a plan, in order to reach in- 
tended outcomes, would cost about $440,- 
000 according to Seifert. 

Seifert also proposed a five-year Com- 
puter Plan in order to bring Andover stu- 
dents and school staff up to the level of

New Officers Sworn In 


At a joint Police and Fire department 
ceremony held recently, Fire Chief Har- 
old Hayes and Police Chief James John- 
son presented promotions to a total of’ 
eight members of their staffs. 


Hayes promoted two individuals to the 
level of Lieutenant in the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Lincoln Clark began his career with 
the department as a dispatcher in 1979. 
He was named a permanent firefighter 
im April of 1980 and served on the ambo- 


lance until promoted to the position of 
Lieutenant at the ceremony. 

Michael O’Neill was a provisional fire- 
fighter in 1977 and became permanent in 
June of 1978. Like Clark, he also served 
on the ambulance until he became a 
driver in 1983, the position he maintained 
until his recent promotion. 

Johnson announced the promotions of 
six in the Police Department, two to 
Lieutenant level and four to Sergeant 
status. 

John Houlihan, who has been with the 


Andover Police force for 19 years, was 
promoted to Sergeant in 1981 and has 
now been promoted to the position of 
Lieutenant. Also promoted to Lieutenant 
was Sgt. Phillip Froberg who has been 
with the force for 16 years and made 


Sergeant in 1983. 

Police officers promoted to Sergeant 
included John Bernhart, with 16 years of 
service in Andover; Kevin Winters, with 
1] years on the force; Barbara Connolly, 
after six years; and William McKenzie, 
with the force since 1977 


other school systems. The first year of 
the plan, which will be outlined in detail 
in the coming weeks, will cost the school 
system $300,000. 

Commenting that non-college bound 
students are “neglected,” Seifert sug- 
gested that an internal sabbatic, full- 
time for one-half the school year, be es- 
tablished in order to study these students 
and make suggestions as to how their 
needs can be best met. 

Student Study Seminars were proposed 
in order to aid students who are disorga- 
nized, have trouble preparing homework 
or do not participate in class. According 
to Seifert, these students take valuable 
class time away from other students and 
themselves. Proposed were three teach- 
ers to help these students improve their 
skills at a cost of $75,000. 

Seifert also suggested a Summer 
School Pilot Program for two specific 
categories of students: those sixth and 
seventh graders who voluntarily wish to 
strengthen skills, and for those with spe- 
cial needs who would suffer substantial 
regression without an extended year pro- 
gram. 

The school for special needs would cost 
approximately $15,000 while the four-to 
six-week voluntary summer school 
would cost about $10,000 to operate wit! 
two teachers located at one of the junior 
high schools. 

Seifert stated that the schools have 
three choices to make regarding the new 
initiatives: to add funding to the schools 
to re-allocate funds now spent in other 
areas, or to be content with the present 
level of education offered by the system 

At this point, Budget Director Frank 
Paul presented the administration’s 
overall budget proposal, which includes 
not only the new initiatives, but the basi« 
needs of the schools and in-progess pro- 
grams 

In the budgeting of the teaching, equip- 
ment and textbook areas, there are large 
increases due to the direction of the 
schools and particular programs pro- 
posed by the administration. 

The increase in the teaching area 
nearly $2 million, according to Paul, is a 
result of the major initiatives proposed 
by the administration. 

The proposed funds allocated for text- 
books are nearly double those allocated 
for the 1986-1987 school year, while the 
proposed budget for equipment is triple 
that of the current academic year 

Paul commented that nearly all other 
budget increases reflect cost increases. 

In conclusion, Seifert presented the 
committee with a suggested calandar, 
which they approved of, for the review- 
ing of the budget. 

On Dec. 2, the committee will review 
the building services and fixed charges 
on Dec. 16, administration and other sev- 
ices costs will be examined. 

At the two January meetings of the 
committee, the new initiatives and the 
total instructional plan will be reviewed.

Suddenly 


The Chaos 
Disappeared

A couple of weeks ago, I became aware that a 
bomb was going to hit Doherty school’s Memori- 
al Auditorium on the night of Nov. 14. 

I prepared well; I staked out the shelters and 
steeled myself. 

But, when I showed up that night, I discovered 
that a miracle had transpired. What dropped on 
the stage of that building was a neat little gem— 
a charming gift to the community from a group 
of local troupers who call themselves ‘‘Andover 
Theatre Company.” 

I’m referring to the musical ‘‘Joseph and the 
Amazing Technicolor Dreamcoat,”’ which will 
wind up its two final performances this week- 
end. 

I’ll admit up front that I’m no drama critic. 
And yes, I do have a kid in this production; she’s 
in the chorus. And, because she roped me into 
helping out, I work the stage-right spotlight. 

So, I have my own personal prejudices. But let 
me say this—two weeks ago, I wouldn’t have 
recommended seeing it. Now, I tell people 
they’d be crazy not to. 

A couple of weeks ago, you see, I stayed to 
watch part of a rehearsal. What I saw was a 
bunch of teenagers tripping over each other, 
laughing, joking, and creating an amiable sort 
of chaos that director Josie Walker kept trying 
to pull into order by yelling, ‘‘PEOPLE!! (she 
pronounces it ‘‘pea-pole’”) Be QUIET!” and 
‘‘PEOPLE!! You’ve got to SPEAK UP!!”’ 

Sure, they had Michael Ashe in the role of 
Joseph. A University of Lowell student who has 
toured with ‘Up With People,” Ashe could sing 
the Dow Jones listings and bring tears to your 
eyes. But one man does not a production make. 

Handling a spotlight is pure idiot work requir- 
ing little pre-show preparation, so the first time 
I set eyes on the finished ‘‘Joseph’’ was dress 
rehearsal night. 

I had come prepared to cringe. 

Instead, I watched. Amazed. Was this the 
same play I'd seen in rehearsal? 

‘‘Joseph’’ is not an easy piece of theatre. It’s a 
very cleverly written hour or so of music and 
dancing; there are no spoken lines. The ATC’s 
young cast not only pulled it off, they actually 
made it a real treat to watch. Even for those of 
us who are duty-bound to sit through every 
performance. 

I asked Josie, that first night, how it had all 
come together. She told me that she had seen the 
expertise behind the craziness all along. That all 
that chaos just looked like chaos. 

Sure fooled me. 

“Joseph’’ will only play two more perfor- 
mances. If I had to give one good reason to go to 
see it, I couldn’t. There are too many good rea- 
sons—among them, Ashe’s angelic tenor voice 
and stage presence; the vocal support of those 
surprisingly expert local teenagers; young Josh- 
ua Russo’s comedy touches; the spirited chore- 
ography; the well-played and upbeat music by 
the authors of ‘‘Cats’’; the jewel-like colors and 
whacky costuming; the set—which literally 
sparkles; the adrenalin of the thing. 

And, of course, the lighting crew’s the great- 
est.

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On Nov. 12, the Planning Board voted 
to approve preliminary industrial subdi- 
vision plans for a location at the River 
Road/I 93 intersection known as the “‘old 
Wang parcel.” 

The vote to approve the plans for 
‘‘Woodland Park”’ was 4 to 0, with board 
member Paul Curley abstaining. Curley 
based his abstention on the fact that, 
should the land be developed, it might 
limit a Chandler Road resident’s access 
to his own land parcel, which he might 
eventually wish to sell for industrial 
development. 

Such a limited access might further 
complicate an ongoing rezoning conflict 
between the town and Chandler Road 
residents. 

Last year, the Board had proposed re- 
zoning a strip of Chandler Road from 
industrial to residential, in order to pre- 
vent River Road industries from building 
access to their properties from the large- 
ly residential road, which board mem- 
bers and planning staff considered ill- 
equipped to handle heavy traffic. The 
proposal met with heavy opposition from 
the road’s residents, who felt that such a 
zoning change would reduce the value of 
their land by limiting its resale potential 
to industries. 

After much discussion, residents 
agreed not to allow the building of any 

‘ such access for a year. In the meantime, 
it was understood that they would formu- 
late a mutually-agreeable, self-imposed 
restriction that would provide traffic 
control without a zoning change. 

According to board members, even 
though the end of that year’s moratori- 
um is in sight, the residents have not yet 
proposed their own restriction. 

If the ‘told Wang parcel’”’ is developed, 
Chandler Road resident Sarkis Sarke- 
sian would be left with no potential in- 
dustrial access, except through Chandler 
Road, to land that he now owns and 
might eventually wish to sell. 

Curley indicated Wednesday night 
that, if he is still a board member when a 
definitive plan for development of 
“Woodland Park”’ is proposed, he will 
probably vote against the subdivision. 
‘We're here to protect the town,” he 
said, ‘‘and there are a lot of people living 
on Chandler Road.”’

Historic Districts Explained 


9 Andover St., Andover’s First National Register Property 


As a result of two lectures by Barbara Thi- 
bault, the Andover Historical Society’s curator 
of education, those in attendance learned many 
things about historic prservation. The audience, 
like most people in the town, came to the lec 
tures wanting more information about the dif- 
ference between the National Register of 
Historic Places and Local Historic Districts. 

The National Register of Historic Places is the 
official list of the nation’s cultural resources 
worthy of preservation. It is administered by the 
National Park Service under the Secretary of 
Interior. Properties listed in the National Regis- 
ter include districts, sites, buildings, structures 
and objects that are significant in American his- 
tory, architecture, archaeology, engineering 
“and culture. 

* One can trace centuries of Andover’s heritage 
by looking at the properties and districts desig- 
nated on the National Register. The early set- 
tlement period of the 17th century is represented 
by the houses at 88 Lowell St. and 9 Andover St. 
The Central area, serving as Andover’s ‘‘main 
street’’ in the 18th and 19th centuries, represents 
the social and religious core of the South Parish. 

Following the War for Independence, Andover 

earned the title of ‘‘hill, mill and till.’ This refers 


Main-Locke Streets area reflects the increased 
commercial and residential development of the 
community. The Shawsheen Village district was 
once a company-planned community and now 
remains intact as a suburban neighborhood 

The National Register of Historic Places for 
Andover had 43 individual structures and seven 
districts. More information is in the 17-volume 
Andover Historic Building Survey prepared by 
the Andover Historical Commission and Massa- 
chusetts Historical Commission. It is available 
for use at the Underhill Research Library of the 
Andover Historical Soceity, 97 Main St., Monday 
through Friday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Other cop- 
ies are on reserve at Memorial Hall Library, 
Andover Planning Board and the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission in Boston. 

While the National Register of Historic Places 
recognizes the importance of Andover’s historic 
properties, it is important to remember that it 
provides little or no protection of these buildings 
from being torn down or drastically altered 
Andoverhas no local preservation ordinance nor 
landmark listing to keep these structures from 
disappearing, in spite of its residents’ strong 
sense of history and community. One way to 
preserve the unique characteristics of National 


. 
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Register properties is to enact local historic dis- 
trict legislation.

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Boy Scouts Participate 
In Good Turn Project 


Scouts throughout the North Essex Council 
will spread the word about the need for donated 
human tissue and organa. 

Local youths will join thousands of other 
Scouts across the nation taking part in this Pres- 
idential Good Turn. On February 3, President 
Reagan officially requested the Boy Scouts of 
America to conduct this Good Turn during 1986. 

Nationally, the Good Turn will be carried out 
from October through December. Locally, the 
program will kick off November 20 and run 
through Thanksgiving Day. 

The program is being conducted nationwide in 
cooperation with the American Council on 
Transplantation, an umbrella organization of 
some 70 health-related agencies. 

‘Public awareness is the key to our effort,”’ 
said Dr. Donald C. Waugh, medical director at 
AT&T’s Merrimack Valley works. Members of 
Scout troops, Varsity Scout teams and Explorer 
posts will contact neighbors in their commu- 
nities on November 22 to meet with them about 
the need for tissue and organ donation and leave 
donor cards for followup action. 

‘Through this process, we hope to encourage 
families in the North Essex Council to discuss 
this need and consider their own involvement, 
especially the importance of making other fami- 
ly members aware of their wishes. This pro- 
gram is particularly timely because it occurs 
during Thanksgiving week,” said Waigh. A con- 
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gressional task force has released a report 
showing that 17,000 Amrican lives were lost in 
1985 due to a shortage of donated tissue and or- 
gans.

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Seifert Wants System To 
Prepare Pupils Properly

At the outset of the Superintendent of 
Schools’ budget presentation to the 
School Committee for the 1987-1988 
school year, Tuesday evening, Kenneth 
Seifert commented, “‘I do not believe we 
are preparing (our students) properly.” 

With that statement, he presented a 
budget message, a statistical explana- 
tion of ‘‘where the money goes,”’ and a 
history of how the Andover schools have 
been functioning. 

In his budget message, Seifert stated 
that although Andover students recently 
placed in the 95th percentile against oth- 
er communities of the same socio-eco- 
nomic status, it is not enough. According

to Seifert, this type of testing only ana- 
lyzes a student’s level of simple recall 
and comprehension, not thinking skills. 
‘“‘We can get lulled into a complacency if 
we make more out of this than it is.” 

The Andover school system spends $3,- 
092 per pupil, while the state average is 
slightly higher, at a rate of $3,143. 
According to Seifert, Andover has spent 
dollars per student about equal with the 
state average for the last 30 years. One- 
hundred-fifty school systems spend more 
money per student than Andover, while 
175 spend less. 

Several points, to Andover’s credit, 
were mentioned during the presentation. 


Foremost is the tact that /6.7 percent of 
the education dollar goes directly into 
the classroom, versus a state average of 
68.6 percent. 

Since the 1982-1983 school year, the 
Andover schools have been able to main- 
tain student/teacher ratios within, and 
sometimes below, the target range set by 
the School Committee. About the ratios, 
Seifert commented, ‘I think this is ter- 
rific, actually....This was very deliber- 
ate.” 

Andover does fall surprisingly short in 
some areas, particularly in the spending 
of money for textbooks, equipment and 
staff development as well as curriculum
